Decatur 


Offers of money to withdraw from the 
mayor’s race and threats of a dirty 
campaign which would ruin his family 
life were alleged by Alderman Warren 
Decatur in an exclusive interview with 
the Press-Record Wednesday. 

Decatur alleged that on numerous 
occasions between Jan. 19 and the 
deadlinerto- file.petitions. of candidacy 
Jan. 26, three men, including ‘a city 
official not involved in the current 
election, offered Decatur rewards and 
promises if he would withdraw from the 
mayor’s race and would run instead 
against City Clerk Robert W. Stevens, 
who is running on Mayor Paul Schuler’s 
ticket. 

One offer, alleged to be from a local 
stock broker and an accountant from 
outside Granite City, was phoned to 
Decatur by an area retailer, who called 
from the | South, where the retailer was 
vacationing, according to Decatur. 

Decatur'said the pressure to with- 
draw from the mayor’s race began 
Monday, Jan. 19, when an electrical 
contractor told Decatur that a man had 

taken him to a house on the eastern 
edge of Granite City and had told him 
he could get a contract for two years 
worth of electrical work at con- 
dominiums to be built near Edward- 
sville, if Decatur supervised the work.

A public hearing was called for7 p.m. 
Tuesday, March 24, on the honorable 
dismissal of an unspecified number of 
teachers, effective at the end of the 
current ‘spring semester.

“Tt was passed on to me that we could 
name our own price for the work. The 
man kept asking (the contractor) if 
Warren was still going to run for 
mayor, I was told,"” Decatur stated. 

The following day, Jan. 20, Decatur 
attended the city council meeting and 
afterwards, the city official said he 
would like to see Decatur alone,

The official declined the. invitation, 
but said he would like to see.Decatur 
Wednesday, Jan. 21, it was related. .

“I told him I was not backing out and 
I would run for mayor,” Decatur added. 

‘The pressure continued the following 
day, Thursday, Jan. 22, the candidate 
said, contending that the city official 
came to Decatur’s office and asked him 
to consider running for city clerk 


against Bob Stevens. ‘He said a group 
would obtain signatures (for the can- 
didate petition) by Jan. 26 and I could 
just sit back and watch it happen. 

“I told him I not interested in 
Bob Stevens’ job and was running for 
mayor,’’ Decatur related. 

On Friday, Jan. 23, the official ‘‘said 
that if I would run for city clerk, there 
would, be;no, cost.to me inyolved and 
they would pay me a salary during the 
campaign equal to my pay at my place 
of employment. The talk occurred at 
my office. I told him-I would think about 
it and call him at 10'a.m. Saturday 
(Jan, 24) at his home,”’ Decatur allege: 

“Saturday morning, I heard rumors 
at restaurants and other places that I 
was definitely dropping out of the 
mayor’s race. That disturbed me. I got 
my son-in-law, Virgil Kambarian, on 
the extension (phone) and called (the 
official), I told him that I had heard the 
rumors and was mad and upset. 

“I also told him, ‘Don’t bother me 
again. I am running for mayor!’ I 
thought it was too late for them to do 


anything else, since the deadline for’ 


filing was that Monday,” 
stated in the interview.

Who will be the next mayor of Granite 
City? 

That is a question the Press-Record 
asked 52 city residents in a random 
telephone survey Tuesday and some 
surprising results emerged. 

While a two-hour telephone poll done 
by the Press-Record does not have the 
reliability of a Harris Poll or utilize the 
scientific methods of professional 
polling organizations, caution was used 
to be sure that all geographic locations, 
including West Granite, North Granite, 
the Fourth Ward, Glenview and other

Diocese organizes to fight ‘hunger’ 


Bishop Joseph A. McNicholas of 
Springfield, bishop of the Springfield 
Catholic diocese, announced here 
Wednesday the organization‘of Hunger, 
Inc., to alleviate hunger in the 28 
counties of the diocese. 

Announcement of the establishment 
of the new organization which will 
replace the Rice Bowl program, was 
made at St. Mark’s church in Venice 
yesterday morning. 

The bishop said $100,000 has been 
pledged to the new organization, $50,000 
of which will be made ,immediately 
available. 

Contributions to the plan will not be 
limited to Catholics, but may be made 
by anyone through their local Catholic 
church, or by mail. 

In a prepared statement, the bishop 
said: 

We have today moved to establish a 
corporation in the State of Illinois en- 
titled Hunger, Inc. The purpose of this 
corporation is to alleviate hunger in the 
28 counties of Central linois comprising 
the Springfield Catholic Diocese. 

The. Diocese pledges $100,000 to 
Hunger, Inc. with $50,000 being made 
immediatély available and 
representing the sole assets of this new 
corporation. 

All-money contributed will go directly 
tothe alleviation of hunger which will 
be the sole criterion for eligibility.

According to Ira Mark~- 
wood, manager, division of 
Public Water Supplies, some 
public utilities have already 
stopped bulk water sales to 
farmers for livestock 
watering. 

Roger Kanerva, manager 
of the agency’s Division of 
Water Pollution Control, 
warns, however, that far- 
mers should contact the ex: 
tension adviser in their area 
first to make sure that local 
wastewater _ is satisfactory 
for their specific livestock. 

“Farmers. must also 
secure permission from the ‘ 
treatment plant owner or 
operator to provide water,!? 
Kanerva said. ” 

Markwood added, “‘It | is 
important to undefstand that 
this’ wastewater is for 
livestock consumption only,, 
and is not meant for 
domestic use such as 
drinking, cooking, washing 
and bathing. s 

“Tanks used to carry this 
water must be thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected 
before being used for 
drinking water.”’ “

Asked by the Rev. Don F. Pierson, 
president of the Ministerial 
Association, whether Partney would 
enforce the rights of blacks:to purchase 
homes in Granite City, Partney an- 
swered, ‘“‘The people would be given 
protection.’ However, Partney added, 
“T plan to represent the people's needs 
that I represent at that time. I will work 
for the needs of the people who are 
here.” 

The question then was posed to 
Decatur, who said, ‘‘I understand some 
blacks are now living in Granite City 
and attending the public schools. I 
never heard any big fuss about it. If I 
was the, mayor, the laws would be 
enforced 

Rev. Pierson contended that blacks 
now have difficulty finding a realtor 
who will sell them a house in Granite 
City and contended, “It’s a time-bomb 
ticking.” 

Both candidates were asked whether 
they would trim the number of city 
employees if they were elected and both 
said they would. 

Partney said he believes a ‘‘drastic 
reduction” is needed, particularly in 
the city’s sewage treatment plant, as, 
“the only way this city can get back in 
good financial condition again.” 

He said the city’s payroll, overall, has 
increased 109 percent since 1972 and the 
cost of operating the sewage treatment 
plant-has increased more than 385 
percent, 

The number of employees at the plant 
has doubled from 17 in 1972 to 34 last 
year, he stated, adding, ‘People want 
to know why their sewage bills went 
from $6 to $13. This is one reason.’” 

Decatur said he was the first to ad- 
vocate reductions in the staff at the 
sewage treatment plant three years ago 
and has long proposed reducing 10 jobs 
there. “Many are union employees and 
it has to be very drastic to lay them 
off,” he warned. 

Anothe¥ question fielded by the two 
candidates after Schuler left was how 
they would.attempt to increase the 
number of federal grants the city would 
receive. 

Partney said he plans to hire a 
professional grants firm to work for the 
‘city on a percentage basis. “They get 
haif to one percent of the grants they 


- get us. The state has programs for 


redevelopment, housing for the elderly 
and other programs, many using 
combinations of grants and private 
capital. 5 

“Wince 1965, there has been only one 
project for the elderly, Anchorage 
Homes. I would like to see a multi-story 
housing facility for the elderly on the 
edge of downtown and make downtown 
accessible to them. 

“We have many tools to work with, 
but it will have to be fully researched. I 
plan to use some SIUE research 
assistants, who are available to the city 
free,’’ Partney added. 

Decatur said he plans to hire an 
administrative aide experienced in 
grant applications and large budgets 
and believes the man he has in mind 
will work for the city for $5,000 per 
year. . 

He said he hopes to raze all houses in 
the area bounded by 18th Street on the 
north, the railroad tracks on the south 
and between Cleveland Boulevard and 
State Street to make room for large 
offices or a medical building. 

“That could be a hub to bring 
business in, keep St. Louis workers here 
and bring -back business,” Decatur 
contended. He said such a project could 
be funded by the city, federal grants 
and private capital. “We need a joint 
effort on this,” he added. 

During the speeches which preceded 
the question and answer period, Mayor 
Schuler said he was proud of his record 
since he was first elected in 1973. “In 
éight years, the assessed valuation of 
the city and township has increased 
some $30 million and most, almost 99 
percent, is in new and expanding in- 
dustry,” the mayor said. 

He presented a list of industrial 
projects, including Granite City Steel, 
Michigan Metals, Pre-Coat Metals, 
Prairie Farms Dairy, Nestle Co., 
Feralloy, R & R Leasing, St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center and others, saying, “In

has been invested in new and existing 
businesses in our community. I think 
this is an indication of the confidence 
we enjoy from industry. 

Sales tax in the city has risen from 
about $850,000 in 1973 to $1.9 million last 
year and is expected to surpass $2 
million this fiscal year, he said, despite 
the drop in the auto sales market, which 
is normally a large factor in the sales 
tax. 

He said’the city has been quick to 
react to citizens’ needs, citing the crisis 
in 1977 when funeral homes said they 
would stop operating emergency 
ambulances. In five weeks,’ the city 
obtained three new ambulances from a 
grant and set up an ambulance service 
which is “unsurpassed,” the mayor 
said. le 

He noted the response time for an 
ambulance to reach the scene of an 
illness or injury is less than five 


minutes while most other ambulance | 


services have much longer response 
times. He said he just returned from 
Washington, D.C., where the am- 
bulance response time average about 
eight and one-half minutes. 

He also noted that all ambulance 
attendants are certified EMTs 
(Emergency Medical Technicians) and 
eight now are paramedics. 

‘The mayor said he also is proud of the 
new police building, St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center’s expansions and other 
accomplishments of his administration. 

Questions which followed his talk 
included one on the anticipated effects 
of the new federal administration's 
policies on the future of the city. 

Schuler said he does not believe the 
“honeymoon” Congress currently has 
with President Ronald Reagan will 
continue much longer, but admitted 
that severe budget cuts would ‘‘pretty 
severely handicap” the city. 

He noted the city now has 40 to 45 
CETA (Manpower) employees serving 
18 months each. About half are due to 
be terminated when their 18 months 
ends. “It’s going to be a pretty tough 
thing,” Schuler said. 

Asked about future economic growth 
for the city, the mayor said one of the 
brightest areas in in the potential for 
new_jobs if the city can complete its 

isition of surplus property at the 
Granite City Army Installation. ‘I 
believe we could employ 100 to’ 150 
persons in warehouse jobs. They are 
not the best jobs, but could. pay $5.50. to 
$6 per hour plus fringe benefits,” he 
said. cs 

While negotiations to acquire the 
property have been stalemated for 
another two years by the Department of 
Defense, there is a possibility the city 
could lease the property until it is 
vacated by the Army,. Schuler said, 
noting he hopes to have an answer on 
the lease within a week, 

After Schuler left for the Mass 
Transit Board meeting, Decatur spoke, 
reviewing his experience and 
education. He reiterated his main 
theme of the campaign that he believes 
the city should be run like a business. 

“T can’t fathom why people in the city 
government get good wages but are not 
producing,’ he contended. He cited the 
city’s inspection department, saying, 
“People pay a fee for an inspection and 
deserve an inspection. They are not 
getting one. 

“The main problem is there is not 
head. No one to say this is your job,” 
Decatur stated. He said he believes 
there should be a written job 
description for every position in the city 
and department heads to assure that 
the each employee follows his job 
description or is fired. 

He also said he would force all ap- 
pointed city officials to move into the 
city and would hire only qualified 
people. 

Decatur said he would declare war on 
crime and drug traffic in the city. Drugs 
are “absolutely rampant in this city,” 
he contended. He said among his anti- 
drug efforts would be the appointment 
of a group of ministers and lay persons 
to study the problems and recommend 
ways to deal with it. 

He also said he has worked for years 
to get more police in Granite City, but 
has been frustrated by tight city 
budgets. ‘‘Pot (marijuana) is goint to 
wreck this nation if we don’t put a stop 
to it and I’m going to stop it in Granite 
City,” Decatur pledged.

This year, the average 
mean declined to 182 at the 
East 20th Street site and 140 
at the railroad measuring 
station, she said.

Aid for winter 
- heating costs 


The low-income energy 
assistance program is 
designed to help the elderly, 
poor and disabled pay their 
winter fuel bills. It is being 
administered by the Ilinois 
Department of Commerce 
and Community Affairs, 
funded by $101 million from 
the federal Department of 
Health and Human Services. 

The aid applies to fuef 
expenses from December 
1980 through February 1981. 

Eligibility is determined 
by the applicant’s income 
and is based on Department 
of -Labor lower living 
standards statistics. 

Payments vary depending 
‘on the type of heating fuel 
used and the area of the 
applicant’s residence. 
Payments’ in metropolitan 
areas are slightly higher 
than for non-metropolitan 
areas, and residents of 

‘northern Illinois receive 
slightly higher payments 
than southern . Illinois 
because of lower average 
temperatures. 

‘The program is on a first- 
come first-served basis and 
the state expects to provide 
aid to about 600,000 people. 

The income eligibility 
ceiling for a family of four 
living in a metropolitan area 
is $10,312. 

A one-person household 
anywhere in the state can 
qualify if he or she earned 
$4,738 or less yearly. 

Funds are provided to 
operators of public sub- 
sidized housing and rental 
units who then pay the utility 
company or fuel provider in 
the name of the needy 
tenants. The housing 
manager either pays the bill 
or takes it off the rent. 

Private homeowners not in 
the federal subsidy program 
who need aid are reimbursed 
directly by the program. 


GROUP WILL STUDY 
PENSION INVESTMENT 

Governor James R. 
Thompson announced 
‘Tuesday the formation of the 
Illinois Study Commission on 
Public Pension Investment 
Policies. “We need to take a 
hard look at what it is we 
do—and what we might do— 
with one of the largest single 
pools of investment funds 
available to us, more than $4 
billion in state public em- 
ployee pension funds,” he 
said. 

The commission will 
review the investment 
policies and practices of the 
five major state public 
employee ‘pension funds;

Funds may delay 
rail restructuring 


The “Railroad Restruc- 
turing and Riverfront 
Redevelopment Project,” an 
ongoing activity to improve 
the efficiency of railroad 
transportation, was 
discussed at the latest 
monthly meeting of the East- 
West Gateway Coordinating 
Council board. 

The presentation was 
made as part ofa regular 
update on projects outlined 
in the Spirit "80s 
Metropolitan Agenda. These 
projects have been targeted 
for development during this 
decade by the Gateway 
board. 

The railroad project is 
being conducted by the 
Metro Area Rail Gateway 
Enterprise (MARGE) 
through Illinois 
Department Tran- 
sportation. 

The rail project will 
coordinate the activities of 
the 17 railroads operating in 
this area, as well as state 
and local governments, to 
improve the movement of 
goods through the gateway 
terminal. 

The St. Louis area ter- 
minal is the second largest in 
the United States. The 
restructuring will seek to 
free-up valuable Illinois 
riverfront land for 
redevelopment, and reduce 
the motor vehicle traffic tie- 
ups caused by the present 
system. 

‘The completed project will 
provide substantial 
economic benefit for the 
entire region, a spokesman 
said. 

‘The rail project is being 
developed in three phases. 
The first was completed in 
december 1977 with the 
identification of the most 
practical alternatives for 
restructuring the terminal. 
Phase two is nearing com- 
pletion. 

The alternatives identified 
in phase one were subjected 
to detailed engineering and 
operating studies, during the 
second phase, to determine 
which will be the most 
feasible to implement. 

‘The Gateway board was 
informed that it now appears 
that the most feasible 
alternative for restructuring 
will likely be a three-yard, 
bi-directional system. 

This altenative will call for 
the laying of additional 
tracks, thereby allowing 
trains to arrive and to depart 
from two directions in each 
yard. 

Phase three of the plan will 
consist of final design and 
actual construction. 

Difficulty in obtaining 
funding might present a 
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major obstacle to completion 
of the rail project, it was 
asserted. Tlie first stage of 
phase three, consisting of 
clearing the riverfront of 
railroad facilities for initial 
development, and providing 
major improvements, will 
cost an estimated $275 
million. 

A firm commitement of 5 
to 10 percent of this amount 
is necessary from both 
public and private sources 
before. any significant 
portion of the work can 
proceed, the board was told. 

Updates on the six major 
project areas which com- 
prise the Spirit '80s 
Metropolitan Agenda will be 
presented at future Gateway 
meetings. 

The other projects are 
Mississippi River bridge 
improvements, energy 
development and  con- 
servation projects, port 
development, public transit 


improvements, and river™ 


recreation improvements.

Import cut urged to 
aid the auto industry Madison's Fourth Ward 


The slump in _ the 
automobile manufacturing 
industry is a major reason 
that the St. Louis region’s 
unemployment rate has 
averaged higher than the 
national jobless rate, 
Regional Commerce and 
Growth Association 
President James M. O'Flynn 
has told a U.S. Senate 
committee. 

O'Flynn was one of several 
witnesses at a: special 
hearing in St. Louis held by 
U.S. Sen. John C. Danforth, 
chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Commerce, 
Science and Transportation. 

Danforth is holding 
hearings at a number of auto 
manufacturing centers to 
obtain suggestions for 
federal legislation that 
might help the automobile 
companies. 

O'Flynn told Danforth he 
agreed with the senator that 
it would help if importation 
of Japanese automobiles 
were curbed, though he 
would prefer ‘that any 
limitation be voluntary. 

Danforth is backing a bill 
to place mandatory limits on 
Jwpanese imports. 

O'Flynn also called for a 
moratorium until Sept. 30 on 
enforcement of Clean Air Act 
sections calling for in- 
creasingly stringent 
regulation of motor vehicle 
emissions. The act expires 
Sept. 30 and’ will be the 
subject of  ‘‘extensive 
debate’ before that time, 
O'Flynn pointed out 

A moratorium would 
provide short-term relief for 
the industry and would give 
Congress a chance to con- 
sider ‘‘more realistic ap- 
plication of environmental 
rule he said 

The St. Louis region would 
benefit from federal 
assistance with two con- 
ditions resulting from 
changes in the ‘automobile 
industry, O'Flynn said 

First, he said, | displaced 
workers whose skills are no 
longer in demand need 
counseling, job search and 
retraining services. 

The RCGA presently is 


cooperating in such a 
program for 1,000 displaced 
workers. 

“We believe any additional 
federal assistance to such 
largely private-sector 
programs would be. cost- 
effective,” he said: “It would 
head off some ‘expensive 
social problems that may be 
down the road if those 
workers remain jobless.” 

Second, O'Flynn said, 
aging manufacturing plants 
in central urban areas, 


vacated by companies that. 


build more efficient new 
plants in outlying areas, add 
to the burdens already 
weighing on central -cities. 

While recognizing that 
federal programs “we might 
believe to be desirable or 
even essential" will have to 
be reduced if inflation is to 
be curbed, O’Flynn said, 
“allowing our big cities. to 
deteriorate further would be 
a terrible mist::ke."’ 

“The problems associated 
with old, empty factories, 
chronic unemployment, and 
an improverished | and 
dispirited population are not 
the sort of problems that go 
away when times get. better. 
-‘“Phe principle embodied 
in th Urban Development 
Action Grant program—that 
of federal encouragement of 
private investment in 
depressed areas—is a sound 
one. 

“The concept of enterprise 
zones.sounds promising as a 
way to improve trouble 
spots. 

‘Let me make it clear that 
I do not look upon’ the 
problems of central cities as 
the responsibilities of the 
federal government alone. 

“Our local governments, 
private-sector organizations 
like the RCGA, and our 
citizens themselves all must 
do their part 

“IT would only ask that 
federal authorities work wit 
us to improve those con- 
ditions which — while they 
mught seem to be confined to 
certain declining parts of our 
area — have a depressing 
effect on our entire region.”

The use of steel shot versus 
lead shot in waterfowl 
hunting had developed today 
in opposition by a 
representative of the 
Migratory Waterfowl 
Hunters, Inc., based in 
Godfrey, to a statement by 
Bill Nichols, a Horseshoe 
Lake landowner who favors 
the use of steel shot. 

The issue resolves into the 
argument of whether more 
birds die of lead poisoning 
after being wounded by lead 
shot or drinking water in 
which lead has fallen, or 
whether there are more 
birds crippled by steel shot 

Nichols in a statement 
several weeks ago reported 
that. persons attending an 
International Waterfowl 
symposium at New Orleans, 
La., had strongly supported 
the outlawing of the use of 
lead shot in waterfowl 
huntin. 

In response, Miles Brueck- 
man, secretary of the 
Migratory Waterfowl 
Hunters, claims the sym- 
posium gave no endorsement 


to such a recommendation at 
the symposium. Brueckman 
presented a paper at the 
symposium on the matter 
favoring the use of lead shot 
as being more effective. 
Nichols maintained that a 
large number of geese which 
landed in the Horicon Marsh 
in central Wisconsin died of 
lead poisoning after eating 
shot or lead in the water. 
Nichols maintains the 
marsh’ is a goose refuge 
similar to Horseshoe Lake 
and that a secondary 
poisoning could develop 
there because of lead 
deposited in the water. 
Brueckman, however, 
said, ‘No federal mandate, 
swipe of the pen or elaborate 
brochure is going to change 
the law of physics and make 
steel shot as dense as lead or 
convince a duck hunter that 
it is all right to increase his 
cripple loss just for the sake 
of shooting steel shot.’

Threadbare ‘30s 
here are recalled 


The theme of the March 
issue of Illinois History 
magazine—a publication for 
teenagers sponsored by the 
Illinois State Historical 
Society—is ‘‘Economic 
Depressions.”’ 

(One of the articles is by 
Theresa Gwasdac, a student 
at Granite City High School 
South. The article follows.) 

“The Threadbare Thir- 
ties” by Theresa Gwasdac — 
Situated a few miles from 
the banks of the Mississippi 
River is the busy town of 
Granite City, I., a com- 
munity that thrives from the 
production of steel. 

Here, in the spring and 
summer of 1930, the steel 
mills were turning out 
products at the usual rate. In 
the fall of that year, shadows 
of the Great Depression 
loomed over the area 

A reduction in_ the 
manufacturing of steel soon 
resulted in a severe decline 
in the number of available 
jobs, and some mills closed. 

Because most of their 
parents were unemployed, 
young people in the Granite 
City area had little money to 
spend. For lack of anything 
better to do, tree-sitting 
became a popular pastime. 

During the summer of 1930, 
Junior Gasparovic and 
Howard Eggley established 
a new tree-sitting record by 
sitting in a huge cottonwood 
tree for two months. They 
were compelled to come 
down when school started on 
Sept. 5. 

It .is remembered that 
other young people could not 
afford to attend school but 
instead sought employment 
to help support their 
families. 

Wages were often meager. 
Young girls baby-sat or 
cleaned homes for $3 a week. 

Most boys were allowed to 
finish high school, but some 
found work as farmhands in 


the wheat fields and corn 
fields of Madison County. 

In the evenings, families 
hovered near the radio, their 
main source of en- 
tertainment. They listened to 
news about the economy, or 
“Amos 'n Andy,” a comedy 
program 

Occasionally, parents 
could spare a nickel for a 
child to go to the movie 
theater, where a drawing 
was held betweén films. The 
person holding the lucky 
ticket won a free bag of 
groceries as a prize. 

The salaries of 
schoolteachers, firemen and 
policemen were cut 
drastically in 1933. 

Local corporations 
declared bankruptcy, banks 
closed, and some people lost 
their homes for non-payment 
of taxes. 

About sixteen hundred 
families were receiving 
government relief. 

In December 1934, local 
American Legion members 
scoured nearby fields in 
search of meat for Christ- 
mas dinners. Two hundred 
and forty-five rabbits were 
caught and given to needy 
families on Christmas Eve. 

More than one-third of the 
total population of Granite 
City received economic aid 
in 1935. 

Hard times continued until 
1937, when the steel mills 
again opened and began to 
operate. As men were 
rehired, the number of 
families receiving govern- 
ment aid dropped. 

The Great Depression 
gradually drew to a close, 
and the community 
prospered as in the past 

Recreational activities 
and the caring and charity of 
neighbérs had helped the 
citizens of Granite City 
through the economic 
depression.

Granite. City Steel 
President James V. Stack 
said another advantage of 
the new caster is its ability to 
save fuel energy. 

He said savings of about 10 
percent are achieved by 
elimination of the ingot-to- 
slab process. 

Stack also noted that the 
facility was laid out so that, 
if demand warrants, a 
second slab-production 
strand could be added to the 
machine in the future—or an 
entirely new machine could 
be built near the existing 
one. 

The Granite City Steel 
president stressed that the 
caster was built as part of 
the overall $60 million 
capital improvement project 
to give the division improved 
steelmaking furnaces as well 
as the new casting unit 

The first phase of the 
furnace improvement 
project—including. research 
and development _ that 
eventually would give the 
plant top- and bottom-blown 
and bottom-stirred basic 
oxygen furnaces—has now 
been completed 

In the initial furnace work, 
one vessel was outfitted with 
four special bottom tuyeres 
for introduction of gases to 
“stir’’ molten steel in the 
vessel. 

With successful com- 
pletion of those initial tests, 
Stack said, the plant is now 
working on advanced bot- 
tom-blowing and bottom- 
stirring furnace designs. 

He added-that tests are 
under way presently with a 
iop-blown, ‘nine-bottom-t- 
uyere design that will be 


used to introduce both g 
and solids—such as oxygen, 
lime and bons—into the 
bottom of the furnace for the 
first time. 

Once all ‘test work is 
completed, ‘Stack added, 
final work will proceed to 
adapt both of the basic 
oxygen furnaces here to 
advanced steelmaking 
methods, involving both top 
and bottom blowing and 
stirring—“giving - Granite 
City eel Important 
metallurgical and product 
advantages over its com 
petitors.’ 

Stack said he expects the 
furnace adptations will be 
completed before the end of 
this quarter.

New Zealand is com) 
of two islands, with the Nor- 
th Island having the largest 
city — Auckland — and the 
national capital, Wellington. 
Our frip, taken’ during our 
summer season, resulted in 
the opposite weather in New 
Zealand. The hotel room in 
Auckland was luxurius, but 
extremely cold, the only 
warmth coming from one 
small ceiling heater. 
Auckland was named in 
honor of Lord Auckland, a 
governor-general of ‘India, 
who was especially in- 
terested in the settlement of 
the country. 

The War Memorial 
Museum contains the finest 
Maori collection in the 
world. Founded in 1852, it 
now commemorates the ser- 
vice and sacrifices from two 
world wars. A Maori canoe, 


hewn from a_ single log, . 


capable of holding 100 pad- 
dlers, was on exhibition. 

‘The national bird of New 
Zealand, the kiwi, was 
shown in mounted form. This 
bird is flightless, wingless 
‘and tailless, and is covered 
with long, hair-like brown or 
gray feathers. 

Traveling through the 
countryside, the audience 
saw many fields of sheep and 


fersey cows. New Zealand | 


Je 
has special fir trees, 75 per- 
cent of which are limited to 
this area of the world. 
Botanists from everywhere 
come to study these trees. 
Rotoruais the home of 
many of the Maori, who are 
the descendants of the 
Polynesian seafarers who 
settled the area about 600 
years ago. Most New 
Zealand souveniors are 
made by these people and 
they are traditionally ex- 
cellent wood carvers. 
Lacking knowledge of the 
written word, this group has 
preserved their early history 


through songs, chants, and 
symbolic dances. Their 
farewell song is ‘‘Now Is the 
Hour.” 

Visiting a special village, 
they found an impressive 
thermal area. Geysers of all 
sizes, pools of boiling mud, 
hot mineral water, and 
richly colored craters draw 
many tourists. Dr. Purdes 
remarked that 


photographing this area, in* 


the rain, was quite a 
challenge. Flax grown in this 
area is made into the Maori 
skirts. Leaving this village, 
the parting sign was tran- 
slated to read, “Lest We 
Forget.” 

‘One of the guides, Emma, 
bore tatoo marks on her face 
This mark of distinction, is 
done only to cértain mature 
girls. The tatoo resembles a 
Tiki with the tongue out, in- 
dicating defiance. Maori 
mythology says that Tiki 
was either the god respon- 
sible for the creation of the 
first human being or was 
himself the beginning of life 

Traveling on through 
Waikakei to Mt. Ruapehu, 
they encountered a 
snowstorm (on June 23). 
Even though we ran out of 
the snow, we were all soon 
buying winter clothing and 
packing summer items 
away. One of the main at- 
tractions on this North 
Island is the Waitomo Caves, 
which includes the Glow 
Worm Grotto. George Ber- 
nard Shaw called this ‘the 
eighth wonder of the world.” 
Visitors go by boat on an un- 
derground river to visit the 
grotto. Millions of tiny lan- 
terns, which are actually the 
glow worms, light the walls 
and the roof of the grotto. 
This illumination is so 
brilliant here that one can 
read a book. 

The next stop, according to 
Dr. Purdes, was Wellington, 
noted for its harbor, and with 
fishing and the making of 
building stone the main in- 
dustries. On the way to 
Queenstown on South Island, 
we flew over Mt. Cook, the 
highest mountain in the 
South ‘Pacific and the 
dominant peak of the chain 
of mountains called the 
Southern Alps. Soon after 
arriving in Queenstown and 
driving farther south, we en- 
countered the weather 
again, Lacking central 
heating m (our = ac- 
commodations, nearly 
everybody was wearing 
several layers of clothing to 
try to keep warm. 

Avalanches, blocked 
roads, etc., changed the 
methods of transportation. 
Small, cloth-winged planes, 
seating eight persons, 
replaced the bus as we 
winged our way into Milford 
Sound. This Sound is the 
best-known of a series of, 
magnificent fiords which 
penetrate deeply into the 
southwestern coast of the 
South Island. The famous 
Sutherland Falls, among the 
highest in the world, are 
located here and actually 
descend in three leaps. After 
spending most of the day in 
the area, according to Dr. 
Purdes, the group realized 
that here nature still rules. 

‘The next stop was ‘The 
Hermitage,’”” a_ world- 
famous'‘resort hotel. On the 
way by bus to see the 
Tasman Glacier, the 
weather won again. ‘The 
narrow road became too 
slick, and we were forced to 
back down the mountains for 
seven miles before finding a 
spot wide enough to turn 
around. 

Returning to  Christ- 
church, the group left New 
Zealand and flew on to Syd- 
ney, Australia. Sydney is 
Australia’s oldest, largest 
and liveliest city with a 
population of several 
million. It has a climate 
which favors any kind of out- 
door activities and par- 
ticularly thse involving the 
ocean. Sydney, according to

Dr. Purdes, is a garden city 
with large natural reserves, 
wild life sanctuaries and a 
chain of golden beaches. 

We visited a Koala bear 
farm and learned that the 
quaint marsupial is quite 
harmless and lives entirely 
on a diet of eucalyptus 
leaves. The number of these 
creatures has diminished 
greatly due to human set- 
tlement bringing in disease 
epidemics through the 
livestock. 

Also, at this farm were the 
Kangaroos. When sitting 
normally erect, they ranged 
in height from one to five 
feet. Technically, the large 
ones are kangaroos, the mid- 
dle size are wallabies, and 
the smallest are rat- 
kangaroos. Despite their 
normal diet of grass and 
plants, they enjoyed the 
potato chips and apples 
which the tourists fedthem. 

Next on the trip, said Dr. 
Purdes, will be Canberra, a 
city with a fixed plan for 
development which fits in 


“perfectly with 20th century 


trends. Most of the public 
buildings are’ extremely 
modern, From Canberra the 
group flew to Hobart, 
Tasmania. 

Tasmania is about 150 
miles off the southeast ceast 
of Australia and is generally 
conceded to be the most 
thoroughy | mountainous 
island in the world. Its 
vegetation remains green 
throughout most of the year. 
Orignally it was populated 
entirely by convicts and the 
soldier ‘guards. Sharks 
helped uphold the legend 
that no prisoner ever 
escaped. 

Port Arthur, the focal 
point for most tourists, was 
the location of the penal set- 
tlement from 1830 to 1877 and 
which, at one time, housed 
30,000 convicts from 
England and Ireland. Near 
this area we viewed the 
Tasman Arch, the Devil's 
Kitchen and the Tessellated 
Pavement, all formed by the 
pounding seas. 

Continuing, the group flew 
back to Melbourne, to 
Adelaide, and on to Perth, 
known as the “‘City of 
Light."’ About % million pet- 
sons enjoy the rugged out- 
door life in this area, which 
is noted for its wild flowers 
and natural bushland. After 
an enjoyable trip ‘down un- 
der,”” Dr. Purdes said 
everyone was reluctant to 
leave.

Income tax law changes 


This year, taxpayers ma: 
find that a few changes in the 
federal tax law will affect 
how they file their income 
the Internal 
Revenue Service says. For

For those interested in 
claiming the residential 
energy credit, there is an in- 
crease in the amount which 


#4 canbeclaimed. 


The energy credit is ac- 
tually made up of two 
separate credits. 

The credit for renewable 
energy source costs is 40 per- 
cent of the first $10,000 (or a 
maximum credit of $4,000) 
spent on solar, geothermal, 
or windpower energy equip- 
ment. This credit is based on 
the cost of the items installed 
after April 19, 1977, and 
before 1986. 

Previously, the credit for 


renewable energy source 
costs was 30 percent of the 
first $2,000 plus 20 percent of 
the next $8,000 (or a 
maximum credit of $2,200) 

The credit for energy con- 
servation costs is 15 percent 
of the first $2,000 (or 
maximum credit of $300) 
that a taxpayer spends on 
items to save energy, such 
as insulation and storm win- 
dows. 

More information con- 
cerning the energy credits is 
available in the free IRS 
Publication 903,” ‘Energy 


Credits for Individuals.” 

Another change focuses on 
the Social Security tax. The 
wages subject to the Social 
Security tax were increased 
from $22,900 to $25,000 for 
1980. The rate of the tax was 

6.13 percent. 

For 1980, the maximum 
Social Security tax for an in- 
dividual was $1,587.67 
($25,900 times 6. 13 percent). 
Taxpayers should note that 
the amount of wages subject 
to this tax increased again 
for 1981, the IRS says. 

If a taxpayer worked for 


only one employer in 1980 
and more than $1,587.67 of 
Social Security tax was 
withheld, the taxpayer 
should ask the employer to 
refund the excess tax 
withheld. 

If a taxpayer worked for 


two or more employes. and 
more than $1,587.67 was 
withheld, the excess may be 
claimed as a credit against 
the income tax owed on 
Form 1040 or Form 1040A.

Unconscious need 
medical care 


To the Editor: 

My son, Brian Townzen, 
had just passed his twentieth 
birthday. 

He was. picked up by the 
Granite City police lying 
unconscious by the road Feb. 
5 at 12:20 a.m. at 20th Street 
and Edwardsville Road and 
was taken to the police 
station and placed in a jail 
cell 

After three hours in the 
cell, he stopped breathing. 
He was then taken to the 
hospital, where he died. 

Weare finding it very hard 
to live with the thought that 
our son didn’t receive any 
help in his time of need. 

We just can’t help but 
think that had he been taken 
to the hospital when he was 
picked up, he might be alive 
today. 

I was told later by the 
detective in charge of the 
investigation of my son’s 
death that this is the 
procedure that they have 
followed for years, and this 
is my understanding of it: 

If anyone is found un- 
conscious on the street 
without identification, he — 
or you or I — will be taken 
and placed in a jail cell until 
they revive or can be 
identified. 


We were told by the police 
department that the hospital 
would not’ accept anyone 
without identification. 

But the hospital to which 
my son should have been 
taken before he stopped 
breathing did accept him 
and tried to revive him after 
it was too late. 

In a statement to TV 
Channel 2, a sister. of St. 
Elizabeth hospital said they 


would accept anyone who | 


needed help. 

I don’t believe that you 
could look at a person that is 
in an unconscious state and 
decide what has caused him 
to be in this condition. 

You could not know if this 
person had a heart problem 
or if he was in shock from 
diabetes or any of a number 
of problems that might befall 
us in the modern age in 
which we live. 

I just cannot accept this as 
a proper procedure to follow 
—to place an unconscious 
and unidentified person in a 
cell until he revived or is 
identified. 

If I.can help, even in a very 
small way, to prevent this 
from happening again, it will 
not have been in vain.

Our ‘right’ to health care?

Nothing goes so unnoticed 
as good heaith. 

When we have it, we think 
about other things; our well- 
functioning body allows us to 
do so. 

But when we are sick, our 
illness drives out all thought 
and pleasure, and we 
become unwilling but total 
victims of its alien and 
obtrusive power. 

Worse still, even a mild 
illness reminds us of our 
mortality. 

In the long run, our bodies 
will inevitably waste away 
and die, In the short run, 
however, we can try to take 
care of ourselves and, when 
danger threatens, we can 
turn to a doctor for help. 

Modern medicine has 
many ingenious ways of 
relieving our pains, helping 
us to cope with our 
disabilities and, on occasion, 
miraculously saving our 
lives. . 

But medical care can cost 


a trernendous amount of 
money. Too many of us know 
families ruined by .an 
expensive illness, all income 
and savings consumed 

AN EXPENSIVE 
NECESSITY. 

The power and the cost of 
medicine have led, in the 
past decade, to an increasing 
discussion of a “right to 
health care.”” 

One hundred years ago, 
the notion of such a right 
would have made little sense 
because medicine could do 
very little about sickness 
and d se. 

But today, good medical 
care can save lives, and that 
care thus becomes a 
necessity. An expensive 
necessity. 

The idea of a “right to 
helath care” stems from a 
simple perception: 
necessary medical care 
should not be an item to be 
bought and sold on the open 
market, with the best care 
going only to those who can 
pay for it. 

Good health care is a 
“right,” many would argue, 
because it’can make the 
difference between life and 
death. 

If we agree that there is a 
basic right to life — the most 
fundamental of all rights — 
then we must also recognize

Moreover, it is contended, 
it. is unfair and inequitable 
that in our affluent country 
20 percent of our fellow 
citizens receive. poor 
medical care, and middle- 
class families can be ruined 
by an expensive illness. 

Those are strong 
arguments. In recent years, 
even groups that in the 1940s 
and 1950s feared ‘‘socialized 
medicine” are prepared to 
agree that we need greater 
equity in the delivery of 
health care %, 

the language of 

the best way of 
approaching the need for 
that equity? 

DEFINING THE RIGHT. 

What does a “right to 
health care” mean? 

There are many possible 
answers. It could mean that 
all would have a right of 
equal access to AVAILABLE 
medical care, regardless of 
ability to pay. 

Unfortunately, | many 
areas of the country, and 
parts of some large cities, 

ave very poor services and 
Thus ‘equal 
would not 

mean equal 


facilities 
access’’ 

necessarily 
medical care. 

It could also mean that all 
people have a right to the 
best medical care. 

But that principle would 
mean that a very elderly 
person, with only months to 
jive, would have as much 
right to costly open-heart 
surgey as an infant. Would 
that be fair, and could we 
possibly bear such costs? 

Or the “right to health 
care” could mean that each 
person was guaranteed some 
minimal necessary level of 
health care. But what would 
that level be? 

Some people need only an 


occasional shot of penicillin 
to live; others may need a 
lifetime of | complex 
treatment. We might well 
guarantee e to the 
former, but a guarantee to 
the latter could mean open- 
ended commitment to 
astronomical costs. 

‘There is another problem 
in trying to determine what a 
necessity minimal level of 
health care might be: As 
medicine has expanded its 
scope to include mental 
health as well as physical 
health, the distinction 
between what people NEED 
for good health and what 
they DESIRE has become 
badly blurred 

People do not die from 
neurotic fears or from 

chological depression. 
However, they can feel just 
as miserable as someone 
with a brokem leg, and they 
can be even more crippled in 
their ability to lead a normal 
life. 

But can we say such 
people NEED medical care, 
and that they have a right to 
that care? 

Perhaps so, with serious 
emotional disorders — I am 
certainly prepared to say 
that. But where do we draw 
the line? 

Mere life in our hectic 
society can induce anxiety or 
depression and can lead us to 
seek a physician or 
psychiatrist for relief. Do we 
want to say that relief is a 
right as well? 

HEALTH VS. OTHER 
RIGHTS 

We thus run into many 
problems trying to define a 
“right to health care.” 

We run into still more 
when we try to relate that 
right to other claimed rights, 
for instance, the “‘right’”’ to 
housing, higher education,

nutrition, transportation, 
cheap energy and fuel, and

It is hard to imagine that 
we have the resources to 
fulfill those rights while also 
guaranteeing a “right to 
health care.” 

Perhaps, however, we 
could simply declare that the 
right to health care is more 
important than all the rest. 
But, bad housing and bad 
nutrition can cause bad 
health 

To promise health care to 
those who might not get sick 
in the first place — if they 
could only live 
decently — would make little 
sense 

And while it might seem 
that people need decent 
medical care more than they 
need a college education, 
there is a hitch there also: 
The more education one has 
had, the better one’s health 
is likely to be, because more 
education usually means 
more income, and more 
income is closely associated 
with better health. 

A LIMITED RIGHT. 

1 do not point out the 
various problems with the 
idea of a “right to health 
care” as a way of dismissing 
it 

Instead, it should be noted 
that it is a ‘difficult and 
complex idea, not easy to 
fulfill. 

Even if we accept the idea 
of such a right, it will 
inevitably have to be a 
limited right. There is no 
way the government could 
afford to pay for all of the 
health benefits that people 
might both neec’and desire. 

Decisions will have to be 
made about which groups in 
our society will have a right 
to what 

Should comparatively 
more of our resources go to 
the young_rather than the 
elderly? 

To those faced with 
imminent death and in need 
of acute care, or to those 
whose lives are being ruined 
by a chronic,” crippling 
illness? 

To research to cure 
disease, or to better care 
with available treatment? 

Not one of those questions 
can easily be answered in 
the name of “rights.’’ But 
not one of them can be 
avoided. “| fi 

Nor will the problem of 
health care become easier as 
time goes on. The problems 
we now face — mainly those 
af chronic disease — will be 
costly to treat, resistant to 
quick cures, and 
increasingly prevalent as 
the proportion of the elderly 
in our society increases. 

Whether one thinks it 
helpful to speak of rights or 
not, it is clear that we can 


more! 


more equitably develop and 
deliver health care than we 
do not 

And it is no less clear that 
it is wrong that many 
hundreds of thousands in our 
society must live with 
constant worry — the worry 
that, while medicine may 
save their physical life, it 
may do so by destroying 
their economic ‘life. Death 
and illness are bad enough.

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‘White lies’ can 
cause problems

Most parents want their 
children to be truthful, and 
often insist that ‘honesty is 
the best policy.” 

Parents may be quite sur- 
prised to learn how often 
them themselves lie to their 
children — and that such lies 
can create serious problems. 

Perhaps the word ‘“‘lie”’ is 
a bit strong for the statemen> 
ts parents make to young 
children. But if parents say 
something is true when they 
know it isn’t that is lying. 

There are various types of 
lies — beyond the | Tooth 
Fairy and Easter Bunny 
categories — that parents 
tell children. 

There are fanciful lies: for 
example, of you eat seeds, a 
tree will grow in your 
stomach. Here, adults may 
take pleasure in their own 
creativity, but at the ex- 
pense of the child’s psyche. 

When children believe 
parents to be all-knowing, 
such a lie can be a source of 
intense anxiety in the child. 

“If you: take the old 
blanket along, everyone will 
say you're a baby!” This is 
an example of a teasing lie. 

Children who are told such 
lies may be afraid to ask for 
reassurance, partly because 
they fear’ their worst 
suspicious will be confirmed, 
and partly because they fear 
being ridiculed. Adults often 
forget the anguish that can 
be caused by what they think 
is casual teasing. 

The threatening lie takes 
the form of a ultimatum: “If 
you don’t come right now, 
T’ll leave without you.”” Some 
children immediately 
recognize this as an idle 
threat, and for them it is 
ineffectual. 

Other children, however, 
genuinely fear  aban- 
donment. For them, the 
threat may be effective but 
the emotional costs can be 
severe. 

Other lies can become a 
means of bribery or 
manipulation: If you 
behave, Santa will bring you 
anew bicycle.”” 

Overall, bribrey lies do not 
work very well. The required 
behavior may not be clearly 
defined — the child will say, 
“I behaved’’:, the adult, 
“You did not!” 

If the promise isn’t 
fulfilled, the child feels 
betrayed. Either say, the 
parent may wind up losing 
respect as well as

credibility. It’s a no-win 
situation. ‘ 

“It’s better for parents to 
be direct about the behavior 
desired. 

Statements such as, “I ex: . 
pect you to sit still in church, 
even though I know it’s very, 
hard to do that,” if issued fir- 
mly and warmly and used 
judiciously, can bring 


results without messy com; _

able to protect a child’s 
even his or her life. 
xample, an injured 

child may temporarily need 


false reassurance so that 


fear and panic don't increase 
the seriousness of the con- 
dition. And sometimes, 
being kind must. take 
precedence over 
honest — ‘Your painting is 
just beautiful!”

tered with lies. 

This can lead to a depen’ 
dency on praise and a 
reduced ability to cope with 
criticism: 

Neither individual 
development nor society is 
well served by exaggerated 
praise-seeking and the white 
lies involved. 

Adults often un- 
derestimate a child’s 
capacity to accept realistic 
and truthful responses from 
adults. 

By being honest with 
children, parents not only 
avoid the possible harm that 
lies can do; they also, by 
example, teach children the 
value of honesty. i

13% tuition hike 
expected at SIU ° 


The prospect ofa $5. 
million cut in next year’s 
budget may force a 
maximum 13 percent tuition 
increase for the Southern 
Illinois University system, 
SIU Chancellor Kenneth A. 
Shaw said Thursday. 

In a budget-review memo 
to the University trustees, 
Shaw said he will ask them 
at a March 12 meting to give 
him authority to ask for the 
13 percent maximum if the 
state legislature approves 
higher education funding 
bills based on the level 
sought by Gov. James 
Thompson. 

The Ilinois Board of 
Higher Education (IBHE) 
has recommended a_ total 
operating budget of $161.3 
million for the SIU system 
during the fiscal year that 
starts July 1. Included in that 
is a proposed 10 percent 
tuition hike. 

Thompson's recomme- 
ndation is $156 million for 
SIU, reflecting his bottom 
line 5.8 percent budget in- 
crease level statewide for 
higher education. 

Shaw said the extra three 
percent tuition hike would 
yield $623,000 at SIU's 
Carbondale and Edward- 
sville campuses, still leaving 
a $5.3 million shortfall 
between the IBHE’s original 
budget proposal and the 
governor's recommendat- 
ion. « 

Shaw said if final ap 

propriations match the 
governor’s recommended 
level, it will mean: 
, —Most of the new ex- 
panded academic program 
support slated for next year 
at both campuses ($1.1 
million) will be dropped; 

—Payroll economies 
totaling: $1.9 million; 

—The SIU system will 
have to improve power and 
lighting efficiency to make 
up for a three percent 
($213,000) cut in funding to 
meet utilities cost increases; 

—Additional — economies 
totaling $1.1 million will have 
to be realized to deal with the 
governor's recommended 
four percent slash in money 
the IBHE had recommended 
(an eight percent budget 
increase) for general price 
rises. Shaw Said if inflation is 
more than eight percent next 
year, spending for non- 
personnel items will have to 
be cut even more sharply. 

The IBHE originally had 
recommended 10% percent 
salary increases for next 
year, nine percent of that for

Family health, 


medical record

Has anyone in your family 
ever had diabetes? Do you 
know which vaccinations 
your children have received 
and when? Have you ever 
had the mumps? 

If you’re unsure of the 
answers to any of the above 
questions, the new “family 
Health and Medical Record” 
booklet, prepared by Larry 
O'Reilly, University of 
Illinois Extension health 
education specialist, can 
help you keep better track of 
health information about 
yourself and your family 

The booklet is available for 
55 cents from the Madison 
County Extension office, Box 
427, Edwardsville, or by 
calling 656-8400. 7 

If a family relies on only 
one doctor and one dentist, 
its health records would 
probably be fairly easily 
accessible. However, many 
families use more than one 
doctor, 

For example, the children 
often see a pediatrician; the 
mother, a genecologist; and 
the father, a general prac- 
titioner and perhaps some 
other specialist. 

And different family 
members may see different 
dentists as well as or- 
thodontists. In such cases, 
the only way for a family to 
maintain a single health 
record for all members is to 
do so itself. 

Families who. do not keep 
such a record may face 
problems if they should 
move because they would 
have no organized list of 


information for new doctors, 
dentists or schools. 

And in addition to the 
value of keeping a family 
health record for filling out 
applications for schools, jobs 
and insurance, such a record 
offers other advantages 

Your health record can 
spare you the expense of 
having copies made of past 
medical tests and 
procedures 

It also will help a new 
doctor develop health 
histories for family mem- 
bers, and it will provide 
information that’ may help 
you get faster and more 
accurate health care 

Such a health record also 
can provide a doctor with 
information about allergies 
and how recently a family 
member has had a tetanus 
shot in case of an 
emergency 

Family members should 
take the health record with 
them whenever they visit 
doctors or dentists to make 
sure the record is kept ac- 
curate and up to date. 

The “Family Health and 
Medical Record"’ booklet 
available from the Madison 
County Extension office 
includes spaces for. listing 
family health care providers 
and their addresses, health 
insurance policy data, a 
family health history and an 
immunization record. 

Also included are 
removable wallet cards on 
which family members can 
record health information to 
carry with them, and spaces 
to record questions asked of 
medical personnel to which 
you may want to refer later.

The Madison County Mass 
Transit District board plans 
to ask the Illinois General 
Assembly to eliminate the 
Bi-State Development 
Agency as the provider of 
bus service in Madison 
County, it was related at a 
meeting of the board Mon- 
day 

A locally operated system 
would replace Bi-State, 
according to board chairman 
Bill Haine of Alton. 

The board plans to invite 
area legislators to a meeting 
in about two weeks to discuss 
the proposed change. The St 
Clair County Mass Transit 
District board is also ex- 
pected to attend; it also 
favors getting rid of Bi-State, 
Haine said. 

Haine said he proposed the 
change after realizing last 
week that the transit district 
board had little control over 
how Bi-State operates. The 
district was formed several 
months ago to establish a 
one-fourth cent sales tax to 
provide a local subsidy for 
Bi-State operations. 


“You must have a con- 
sensus (from district 
residents) to operate 
Haine “said at Monday’s 
board meeting. “We don’t 
have it here.” The district 
cannot continue indefinitely 
under the present 
arrangement, he said

Governor James

Madison County would 
negotiate with St. Louis and 
St. Clair County for the cost 
of local buses that run to 
those areas, Haine said. 

Currently, nearly all the 
money for bus service here 
goes into Missouri, Haine 
asserted. Under his 
proposal, ‘‘all the money will 
be spent. right here in good 
ol’ Madison County,”’ he 
said. 

Haine said he favors 
regional cooperation, but he 
thinks Bi-State is perceived 
here as an agency to benefit 
downtown St. Louis in- 
terests, Routes are geared 
toward getting people 
downtown, he said. 


He would like the General 
Assebly to find out if a local 
bus system would be 
feasible.

Haine said the transit

He said he realized the 
transit board’s lack of 
control when it met last week 
with Susan Young of the 
Illinois Department of 
Transportation (IDOT). 

She wanted an assurance 
that the district will provide 
the local subsidy before she 
will allow Bi-State to be 
given the state subsidy. Law 
requires that the state 
subsidy for buses be slashed 
if Madison, Monroe and St 
Clair counties don’t also 
provide a local-subsidy 

Susan Young explained 
that the law requires that the 
subsidy go only to Bi-State, 
Haine said. 

The transit board mem- 
bers dicussed sending: a 
letter to the IDOT indicating 
their intent to provide sales 
tax subsidies after the tax 
funds begin arriving in May 

They postponed formal 
approval of the letter so they 
could seek an attorney 
general's opinion.on the law, 
which sets forth the 
minimum amount the local 
subsidy has to be. 

The law states the subsidy 
must be at least much as 
05 percent of the county’s 
assessed valuation of two

Granite City is dynamic, drifting 
or decaying, in the opinions of the 
three April 7 mayor candidates— 
Mayor Paul Schuler, 49, Alderman 
Warren Decatur, 63, and County 
Board Member Daniel Partney, 31 
Each pledges that 1981-85 will be a 
period of progress if he is elected. 

In a repeat of their 1977 con- 
frontation, Schuler is pointing with 
pride to municipal accomplishments 
and Partney is viewing with alarm 
the problems besetting the city. 

A new élement this time is the 
‘third man theme’ sounded by 
Decatur, He is not entirely pleased 
or displeased with what has been 
happening but thinks he could do a 
better job than either of the others. 
Decatur chaired. the Partney 
campaign four years ago. 

Schuler, the candidate of the 
dominant political organization, is 
running as part of a team that in- 
cludes four other incumbent of- 
ficials, City Treasurer Nick Petrillo, 
Township Supervisor Nelson 
Hagnauer, 
Stevens ,and Assessor Von Dee 
Cruse. The mayor serves on the 
National Democratic Committee. 

Partney.is the ‘“‘outsider’’ in’ the 
race but also has built a city-wide 
organizational structure that helped 
him finish a strong second in his first 
try for the office of mayor—close 
enough to give him confidence to try 
again. 

At this stage of the race, Partney 
may pose more of a threat to Schuler 
than does Decatur, who has been a 
big vote-getter in Ward Four but 
does not have as much of an 
organization in other wards 
However, predicting the outcome is 
difficult; city elections can be 
volatile, and at least two of the 
treasuries are thought to be large 
enough to finance substantive 
campaigning during March. 

With eight years as mayor 
following prior service as president 
of the Granite City Park Board, 
Schuler has a broad range of ex- 
perience in public life, including 
holding the top leadership positions 
in the Bi-State Development Agency, 
the Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan and Regional Planning 
Commission, and the East St. Louis 
Urbanized Area Policy Committee, 
which reviews Federal Aid to Urban 
Systems grants. 

The mayor has been able to at- 
tract majority City Council backing 
for a wide range of projects, and the 
police, fire and ambulance staffs are 
regarded by many as functioning 
effectively despite severe financial 
constraints. 

Partney stresses youthful vigor 
combined with business acumen, 
and a penchant for speaking his 
mind whenever he regards a 
proposal or action as being poten- 
tially adverse to the public interest. 

Often on the negative side of 
Madison County governmental 
votes, Partney has sought to play a 
“watchdog” role intended to en- 
courage efficiency and economy. He 
promises that he would move 
aggressively to bolster job op- 
portunities here. 

Decatur pledges ‘‘the best of both 
worlds’—a combination of direct 
experience in municipal govern- 
ment, and willingness to alter 
existing procedures and practices to 
give increased attention to citizens’ 
needs and wishes. 

The alderman is generally 
regarded as having fulfilled his City

Council and committee duties 
conscientiously, and says he would 
push for more effective follow- 
through by inspection and other 
staffs that report to the mayor. He 
promises to foster greater 
motivation for city employees. 

Partney says he could work 
cooperatively with the elected street 
superintendent for improved city 
services and efficiency. 

The elected superintendent for 
years has sided politically with 
Partney and. against Schuler, who 
blames the superintendent. for 
ignoring voter, aldermanic and 
mayoral wishes for cleaner and 
safer streets, 

Convinced that the street 
department's performance level has 
blemished the public’s image of 
Granite City, the mayor has sought 
through other officials and em- 
ployees to monitor complaints and 
resolve them whenever possible by 
means that do not utilize the street 
staff. 

The street superintendent, who 
reports to no one but the electorate, 
contends he is willing and able to 
enhance the city’s appearance but 
sometimes is thwarted by in- 
sufficient funds and lack of rapport 
with the council. Partney generally 
takes the same view—that whatever 
deficiencies exist reflect on the 
council rather than the street 
department. 

A silent factor in the 1981 cam- 
paign, as it was in 1977, is the fact 
that Partney’s father, the late 
Donald ‘Partney ’Sr., served as 
mayor for terms that began in 1965 
and 1969 and, when in ill health, lost 
to Schuler in 1973. Some who voted 
for Schuler that year said they were 
favorable to Mayor Partney but 
feared that the senior alderman at 
that time, the late Walter Nonn, 
might become acting mayor. 

The late mayor’s sons have 
continued the Partney family’s 
governmental and political in- 
volvement, aided by the political 
base of Alderman Nonn’s widow, 
Margaret, who succeeded him as a 
Fifth Ward alderman. The Part- 
neys’ business, the Granite Sheet 
Metal Co., is !ocated in her ward. 

Another silent campaign issue is 
speculation over whether the 1980s 
might bring a repeat of 1960s mayor- 
council clashes in which, if one 
faction favored a proposal, it 
seemed inevitable that another 
faction would oppose it. 

Some say a renewal of “feuding, 
fussing and fighting” would wreck 
chances of orderly, constructive 
activity by. the, municipal govern- 
ment. Others say it would be healthy 
to have greater controversy—that 
ideas and habits need to be 
challenged to keep all officials and 
employees ‘‘on their toes.” As 
Partney has phrased it in com- 
menting on the County Board, 
“There too often is a lack of dissent 
on issues that could and should be 
questioned.” 

It is customary for those running 
against incumbents to find fault with 
what has transpired, and for years 
an effort has been made by the 
opposition group to portray Granite 
City officials as having been 
responsible for poor judgment or 
waste or ineptness or worse—in 
other words, that the “ins” are the 
ones who would be wearing the dark 
hats in a typical frontier scenario. 

In rebuttal, those ‘‘on the outside 
looking in” are accused of being the 
real villains, guilty of a meanness of 
spirit—a tendency to characterize

any and all attainments as unim- 
portant or late or costly or inap- 
propriately motivated. 

In both the 1977 and 1981 cam- 
paigns, Mayor Schuler has cited 
long lists of services and facilities 
that have been added or enhanced. 

Partney suggested four years ago 
that many of these improvements 
actually had their roots in the pre- 
1973 years, that planning already 
had been well under way, Schuler 
responded that this kind of 
generalization is unfair and over- 
simplified; in any event, he added, 
visualizing something is, not the 
same as making it a reality 

‘This year, Partney is saying that 
the city has not achieved its full 
potential, including the volume of 
federal grants obtained, and that the 
municipality has misused shared 
revenue by applying a large portion 
of it to employee salaries rather 
than to buildings and equipment. 

Decatur agrees that “we have to 
break our dependence on revenue 
sharing for salaries. I've been a 
member of the finance committee 
for five years and we always 
recommend phasing this out, but 
each year our plans go down the 
drain. 

“Revenue sharing will stop 
someday. When it does, it'll be a 
tremendous burden if we're still 
relying on it for salaries. It was 
meant for capital improvements. 
Our roads need repair, and there are 
lots of other places we could use it,” 
Decatur comments. 

The mayor says it is important to 
adequately staff and pay city 
departments, adding that he would 
be happy to divert shared revenue to 
additional uses when possible. 

The 1973 campaign ridiculed 
Schuler’s pharmacy as a “‘hole in the 
wall” retail enterprise, compared 
with the multi-county sheetmetal 
contracting and construction ven- 
ture. Daniel Partney is saying the 
present mayor lacks the skill or 
determination to bring about a more 
prosperous business climate. He and 
his brothers have since broadened 
the Partney family’s business base 
to include three Quad-City funeral 
homes. 

The anti-Schuler group includes 
some skilled politicians, but the 
mayor himself is no amateur in the 
rough and tumble of politics. For 
example, he turned a minus into a 
plus by forming ‘‘the hole in the wall 
gang” as part of his campaign effort 
eight years ago. 

Four years ago, Schuler em- 
phasized community solidarity and 
happiness, as symbolized by a 
smiling cartoon face on campaign 
literature. And this year he is em- 
phasizing his record, asserting that 
“you can be sure with Mayor 
Schuler.”” 

The ballot will list Decatur, 
Schuler and Partney in’ that order, 
but few observers are sure enough of 
the outcomte to call the order of their 
finish in the vote totals. 

In the ballot sequence, here are 
summaries of the aspirants’ 
backgrounds and platforms: 

WARREN DECATUR—Would like 
to “change the moral tone”’ of the 
city. At 63, he has no “grand aims of 
power and control” but says he 
would devote sfull time toward a 
government “‘based on merit and 
trust.” 

Decatur says he has “‘seen things 
that needed to be done for 12 years, 
and I want to become mayor to 
achieve what I know needs to be 
done.”’ 


Past president of the Tri-City 
Shrine Club. and the Granite City 
Rotary Club, a former fire and 
police commissioner for three years 
and farmer solicitation chairman for 
the Fehling Road sports complex 
lighting project, Decatur has served 
on the City Council for six years. 

He says, “Young people are 
repulsed when someone wins by 
unfair play or receives a job based 
on politics. This breeds mistrust and 
negative emotions. They become 
disheartened when they sense that 
rules are not applied fairly 

“T have stood up in the Council 
chambers and fought against any 
hirings or dealings not based on 
merit 

“The implications of merit go far 
beyond getting the best man for the 
job. They set a tone for the entire 
city and for our entire society 

“his city has a $14 million budget 
and should be run like a large 
business."" 

Decatur would hire an ad- 
ministrative aide with accounting 
and -budgeting experience, and a 
publie works director capable of 
assuming responsibility for all 
departments and ‘“‘seeing to it that 
the projects mandated by the 
council are carried out.” 

He adds, “The inspection and 
sanitation departments would be in 
for'a change. They don’t do-their job. 
When they are paid salaries, they 
should work and produce 

eople are given flat permits to 
build things, and they are built 
without every being inspected or 
looked at..1 get more complaints on 
these departments than any other 
issue, and not just from my ward. 

‘Most employees lack motivation. 
They need clear-cut job descrip- 
tions, with incentives to do a good 
job. When you've been working in a 
department for, say, five years and 
someone quits, they bring in a 
political appointee with no ex- 
perience and pay that appointee 
about the same amount you make 
That takes away all incentive. 

“I would hire only qualified 
persons ana then see that tney 
produce or are fired. I don’t recall 


anyone ever being fired from City 
Hall. I have even thought about 
having time clocks for City Hall 
employees.” 

Citing a community development 
project that encountered delays, 
Decatur said; $So many things. in 
this city seem to get placed on the 
back burner. I see apathy on the part 
of the city to complete anything. 
There are too many people with no 
direction.”” 

He proposes to reduce costs and 
possibly payrolls, and to improve 
testing for fire and police hiring and 
promotion. 

“The lower census means less 
motor fuel taxes and federal/funds. 
It is going to take some ingenuity to 
provide the same services in future 
years. If it means less people 
working harder, that’s what we'll 
have to do.’ 

The Decatur campaign headed by 
Glen Hollis pictures the candidate as 
a man of “competence and 
character,” 

A’mechanical engineer, Decatur is 
a past president of the Illinois 
Chapter of the National Electrical 
Contractors Association 

PAUL § sR—Wants, to 
continue as the city’s top official for 
a third term, and to continue other 
efforts to help the community, such 
as through his current role as a 
member of the Madison County 
‘Transit District Board, 

(His appointment to the transit 
board, which hopes to improve bus 

in the county, was opposed 
by Partney, who said the mayor has 
been inattentive to some of his duties 
on various regional panels. The 
mayor says Partney has had a poor 
attendance record at County Board 
meetings.) . 

Schuler says his six years on the

Partney served in the Army in 
Vietnam, earning the Bronze Star 
medal, Vietnam Gallantry Cross 
with silver star, Vietnam Armed 
Forces Honor Medal, Vietnam 
service and campaign medals and 
National Defense Medal. He is a 
former Retail Clerk and has bi 
affiliated with the Sheet Metal 
Workers. 

He succeeded in his effort to 
change the County Board from a per 
diem (meeting) payment system to 
annual salaries, and has sought to 
spotlight procedural and policy 
changes that could improve county 
governmental services. 

One of his most frequently used 
words is ‘‘questionable’’ when 
discussing county or city issues. He 
stresses adherence to ‘‘public ser- 
vice” and ‘community wishes’ 
rather than “‘listening to the dictates 
of practicing politicans and lob- 
byists.” He promises to always 
“speak up for the taxpayer.” 

His current campaign, which is 
headed by Gene Aiassi, seeks to 
place responsibility on the mayor's 
shoulders for closing of the former 
A. O. Smith Corp. auto frame plant. 

Partney tells |voters that ‘Granite 
City is losing, And needs a winner.” 
He says the city is losing taxpayers’ 
money by spending $137,000. for 
convention costs in five years, by 
“giving up jobs and industry without 
a fight’ and by failing to exert 
“strong leadership to bring about 
positive change.” 


He adds his belief that the city has 
been losing “‘250 people every year, 
over 2,000 full-time and part-time 
jobs since 1973, and thousands of 
dollars in valuable federal grants.”’ 

Pledging to ‘double the number of 
federal grants applied for by the city 
within 12 months of taking office,” 
Partney says “Granite City is last in 
total dollars received by major 
Illinois cities outside Cook County, 
and also last in dollars received per 

rson. 

“Only ten grants have been ap- 
plied for since 1978, a tragedy of 
initiative. No wonder we're so far 
behind. By not receiving our fair 
share, we are in effect paying for 
public projects elsewhere. 

“We also need tax incentives to 
attract major buinesses and in- 
‘dustries, creation of more industrial 
parks, increasing annexations, 
implementing more industrial 
revenue bonds, and developing 
better management-labor relations. 

“We need realistic solutions which 
take dedication and hard work. I 
intend to make them happen for the 
people of Granite City.” 

Proposals voiced four years ago 
included encouragement of new 
professional buildings, increased 
police manpower and training, 
greater citizen involvement, 
elimination of sewer and drainage 
problems, greater contact between - 
the aged and appropriate agencies, 
revitalization of traffic capacity and 
safety programs, additional access 
roads, more adequate building in- 
spection and maintenance, and 
more responsible fiscal policies. 

Partney contended in 1977, ‘The 
problems are many, but I plan on 
solving them with the public's help 
This city can thrive. I plan 
aggressive approaches and 
solutions.”’ He still feels the same 
way.

Illinois Banker magazine 
— Seventy-four years ago a 
young man of 13 emigrated 
to the United States from 
Smardesh, Macedonia, a 
country which is now part of 
Greece 

He settled in an industrial 
town in‘central Dlinois along 
the Mississippi River which 
was populated with people of 
various nationalities due to 
the amount of industry in the 
area 

The boy decided that his 
fortune might be made in the 
railroad industry, so he jour- 
neyed north. 

He took a job in a lumber 
yard while waiting to hear 
from the railroad. But even- 
tually he returned home and 
was faced with the real 

choosing a 


a youngster, my 
father had a shoe factory. In 
fact, once he let me ‘build’ a 
shoe from scratch,” said the 
man. His eyes sparkled as he 
remembered. 

He gave me_ three 
choices. I could be either a 
minister, a doctor or a 
banker, so naturally, I chose 
banker. 

“I put on my new blue 
serge suit and went for an in- 
terview at a local’ bank 
which had just opened Dec. 
10, 1910. 

“I was hired on Aug. 3, 
1911, to replace a 
stenographer and a janitor 
ahd I agreed to start for $30 
per month. After 15 days, my 
pay increased to $35.”" 

Today, this) mild man- 
nered gentleman’ is the 
chairman and president of 
his own bank — American 
Heritage Bank of Granite 
City, which opened on March 
19, 1959. The newspaper ad 
announcing the opening 
hangs framed in the bank's 
lobby 

“]’m the honorary chair- 
man of the Granite City 
Trust and Savings Bank, 
where I started my career. 
Now, I take great pleasure in 
seeing my son Ernest and 
grandson Ernest Jr. run that 
bank,” said Henry D. Karan- 
djeff with pride. 

The younger Karandjeffs 
took yp where the elder left 
off. 

Five years after Henry 
joined Granite City Trust 
and Savings, he was 
promoted to assistant 
cashier. He was made trust 
officer in 1925 and executive 
yice-prsident and cashier in 
1933, becoming president in 
1936. 

Henry’s office is located in 
a corner of the main floor of 
the bank to the left of the 
teller area and is separated 
from the main lobby by 
accordion partition which is 
kept open. 

On a paperweight on 
Henry’s desk'is a quote from 
Charles Evans Hughes: 
“You have to;have courage 
without pugnacity, con- 
victions without bigotry, and 
charity without con- 
descenion.”’ 

‘His desk faces a wall 
eovered with framed cer- 
tificates, photographs ‘and 
Awards he has accumulated 

\ In his long life of service to 
his community and the 
banking industry 
"One large framed cer- 
tificate recognizes Henry as 
the oldest continuing county 
chairman of the U.S, Sayings 
Bond division in the country, 
having begun on Pearl Har- 
bor Day, Dec. 7, 1941, 

“He is the recipient of the 
Department of the Treasury 
Award for 30 years’ patriotic 
service in the U.S. Savings 
Bond program from 1941- 
1971.

Henry was present at the 
signing of the ‘‘new"’ Illinois 
Banking Act in 1955. 

In 1954, Henry was elected 
president of the Illinois 
Bankers Association. He had 
been active in association 
work for 20 years prior to his 
election as president 

He served as president of 
group 9-and the Madison 
County Federation and 
chairman of both the com- 
mittee on education and 
public relations and the com- 
mittee on declaration of 
policy 

He also served on the com- 
mittees on 
management and 
Illinois Banks,’’ was 
volved with the Illinois 
Bankers School and has been 
a member of the committee 
on legislation 

When Henry first became 
involved with the IBA, there 
were only federations and he 
was instrumental in plan- 
ning the group structure. 

“Because some counties 
were so small, one county 
federation would merge with 
another, We thought we 
could add better programs 
at the regional level because 
more bankers from different 
areas could come together 
and share ideas. 

“We saw the function of 
the groups to be a com- 
bination of the professional 
and the social, becaus 
many directors and e 
ployees of banks need a day 
of levity and fun” he said 

Henry is an ardent com- 
munity banker and he is glad 
to see the IBA working to 
preserve the unit banking 
system in Illinois. He feels 
that education is also an im- 
portant function of the IBA 

“We should offer as much 
education and information to 
bankers as possible to-help 
make them better bankers, 
so they can help their com- 
munities in every way 
possible 

“A person in a community, 
using the wealth within that 
community, ean do much 
more to serve the com:

“It’s a privilege to identify 
yourself with your com- 
munity. 

“There are certain respon- 
sibilities that come with han- 
dling people’s financial af.

Henry’s grandson, Ernest 
Jr& who was recently elec- 
ted president of the Tri- 
Cities Area Chamber of 
Commerce, represents the 
third generation of Karan- 
djeffs to serve as Chamber 
president 

Henry’s community in- 
volvement has not been 
limited to the Chamber. 

He has served as president 
of the local United Fund, the 
Planning Commission, the 
Optimist Club, YMCA, Men- 
tal Health Society and 
Masonic Temple 
Association. 

He was active for many 
years and was recognized 
for his participation in a 
program for the needy by the 
Salvation Army. 

Many awards and cer- 
tificates of recognition hang. 
on Henry’s wall in con- 
nection with his years of ser- 
vice to the local Boy Scout 
program, and he was in- 
strumental in establishing a 
camp in Missouri through 
his negotiations with local 
philanthropists 

Church activities have 
also played an important 
part in Henry’s active life. 

He has been a Sunday 
school teacher and was the 
fourth original member of 
the local First | United 
Presbyterian Church. 

A few years ago, Henry 
was made moderator of the 
Presbytery, an association 
of churches in the Granite 
City area. The moderator 
functions as a kind of 
president of that association. 

Among cther awards, 
Henry was honored by the 
State of Illinois in connection 
with one of his favorite 
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projects — the establishment 
of Horseshoe Lake State 
Park. 

A bill was signed 
designating the site as a 
state park on Oct. 15, 1969, 
and in 1977, a resoltion was 
passed by the Illinois Senate 
changing the name of the 
park to the Henry D. Karan- 
djeff State Park 

Henry was also named 
Man of the Year by Southern 
Illinois University, a great 
honor for a man with limited 
formal education. 

In order for Henry to 
managé the bank and spend 
time with his family — his 
wife, Ethel, and three sons, 
Ernest, Harold and Robert 
— Henry furthered his 

ducation by attending night 
hool 

He took extension and 
postgraduate courses at St 
Louis University, 
Washington _ Univers. 
Rutgers and Northwester: ny 
earned a certificate from the 
AIB, and has taken other 
courses in banking and 
finance 

“This is what I did to make 
up for leaving my wife home 
at night,” he said reverently, 
Ethel died in 1959. 

Henry wanted to -do 
something in his wife’s name 
for those young people who 
are unable to attend college, 
so he established the Ethel 
Karandjeff Foundation of 
Granite City 

Funds collected 
through various philan- 
thropic organizations and 
the scholarships are awar. 
ded on the basis of financial 
need and certain academic 
requirements 

Henry did not restrict his 
involvement to the U.

South led Joliet West 29-27 
after the first day of 
wrestling. But Joliet came 
on like gangbusters in the 
semifinals, wrestlebacks 
and championship round 
bouts to win the team 
championship with 69% 
points. Proviso East finished 
second with 62. Glenbard 
North and Riverside Brook- 
field tied:for third with 491% 
points each. South. finished 
with 43, just ahead of Qak 
Park-River Forest with 42% 
Granite City North finished 
with seven points. 

South's. best performers 
were Dean Perkins, who 
finished Second at 155 pounds 
(see related story) and Greg 
Garland, who won the fifth 
place bout at 119 pounds. No 
other Granite City wrestler 
placed. 

South's Garland said he 
wasn’t surprised by his good 
showing at the Finals. “I 
expected to be up here all 
season,’ he said. “I wanted 
to place, too. But I really 
didn’t, know if I could. I'm 
happy with what I did.”” 

What Garland did w in 
a heart-stopper for his fifth- 
place medal. In the finals, he 
edged Keith Reed of Danville 
11-10 to finish the season at 
35-4, Reed finished at 36- 

Garland and Perkins 
entered the championship 
semifinals Saturday mor- 
ning in hopes of giving South 
two championship finalists 
that night. But Garland 
dropped a close 4-0 decision 
to Tom Vickers of Fox Lake 
Grant and dropped to the 
semifinal — wrestlebacks, 
where he lost to Kevin 
Penzato of Glenbard West 13- 
6, setting up his fifth place 
bout 

Perkins had a little better 
luck in his semifinal ap- 
pearance. He beat Tom 
Anderson of Joliet West 9-6. 
Eventual. 155 pound cham- 
pion Paul Coco of Palos 
Heights shepard beat Arnold 
Barnett of Proviso East 8-4 


in his semifinal bout. 

Veteran South head coach 
Red Schmitt said he wasn’t 
surprised at his team’s high 
showing. In fact, he felt it 
could have been higher. “I 
think we could have done a 
little better,’’ he said. 
“There were two or three 
wrestlers I thought we would 
get more points out of. 

“At the state meet, it’s a 
situation where one little 
move here or there can mean 
the difference between 
winning and losing. 

“I thought (heavyweight 
Bruce) Monahan would 
probably give us some 
points, and I thought that 
maybe (185 pound Jim) 
Frangoulis would give us 
more. But it just wasn’t in 
the books. A different move 
here or there and we could be 
carting home some hard- 
ware.” 

South’s fifth place finish 
was the highest for any 
Press-Record area team 
since 1965 when Granite City 
tied with Oak Lawn Reavis 
for the championship. 
Ironically, it took those two 
teams only 31 points each to 
win the title. That many 
points would have — placed 
them in 14th place at this 
year’s meet (However, there 
are more wrestlers ad- 
vancing to state now than in 
1965) 

But Granite City North, 
which sent five wrestlers to 
the State Finals, wasn’t as 
fortunate. Two of the 
Steelers’ hopefuls for in- 
dividual championships 
were ousted in the first 
round, and the other three 
were thrown into the 
wrestleback division after 
the first round of competition 
Friday 

North's 112-pounder, 
Gerald Miller, making his 
third State Final ap- 
pearance, was victimized by 
the luck of the draw. Hé saw 
his 35-1-0 season ended by 
Steve DuVall of Batavia in 
the first round.’ Miller had 
drawn a preliminary round 
bye. But DuVall lost in the 
quarterfinals, thug: not 
giving Miller a chance'to get 
into the wrestlebacks.

North’s Mike Robinson 2-1 at 
98 pounds, Steve Smith of 
North beat Chris Brooks of 
Oswego 3-2 at 119, Steve 
DeJarid of Joliet West beat 
South's Randy LuPardus 9- 
Tom McElroy of South be: 
Kevin Henegin of Niles 7-6 at 
138 and Arnold Barnett of 
Rock Island beat North's 
Scott Corey at 155.
